Cienfuegos. 

Tanks were shipped in by 
rail: Other troops moved up| 
from Santa Clara, capital of Las | 
Villas province. 


“Naval Station Bombed. 


All shooting was reported to 
have ceased at noon in Cien- 
fuegos, but bombing planes 
were said to be attacking the 
nearby naval station at Cayo’ 
Loco. 

Telephone reports from Cien- | 
fuegos said the rebels at* the | 
outset attacked a national po- 
lice. car, killing three. | 

Cuban navy men, estimated 
at about 50, joined with 12 
maritime police and a number | 
of rebel partisans of Castro in | 
attacking the national police | 
headauarters. The police re- 
sisted. 

Two Cuban navy planes cir- 
cled the city at noon. A late | 
report from Cienfuegos said 
army reinforcements from Santa | 
Clara started attacking the | 
rebel-held police headquarters | 
shortly after noon. 


No Action Elsewhere. 


There were no reports of 
rebel action elsewhere in Cuba. 

Supporters” 6f "Castro were 
said to be thronging the streets 
of Cienfuegos shouting “Presi- 
dent Batista has fallen,” “Gov- 
ernment has been taken over by 
military junta headéd by Cas- 
tro’s men.” 

Reports from Cienfuegos said 
Police Chief Commander An- 
tonio Ruiz Beltron had refused 
to surrender his headquarters 
and ordered police to resist. 
They added Beltron later was 
séized by the rebels and’ his 
headquarters surrounded. 

Cuban army. troops in Cienfu- 
egos have made no move to 
intervene. An aide to the army 
commander was reported killed 
in early shooting. 

Cienfuegos “banks and most 
business establishments were 
closed. One Cuban there said 
“all authority has broken 
down.” 

Cienfuegos, a city of 60,000, 
lies about 200 miles southeast 
of Havana and is a big sugar 
port. 

3 Killed, 3 Wounded. 


Three men were killed and 
three wounded today in a run- 
ning gun fight between police } 
and suspected terrorists in an | 
exclusive residential district in | 
southern Havana. 

Police armed with subma- | 
chine guns and rifles in scout | 
cars exchanged shots with a 
group of men fleeing in an 
automobile from the scene of 
four more bombings. 

It was not immediately an- 
nounced whether all the dead 
were terrorists. The wounded 
included one detective and two 
bystanders. 

At least 18 bombs have ex- 
ploded in Cuba in the last 24 
hours, 11 of them in Havana.

Malone related that on taking 
office he consulted Kelly as to 
practices, and banked fees in a 
special account. “I knew noth- 
ing about the ordinance until 
recently,” Malone observed. He 
said he will turn his fees over 
to the treasurer, adding that the 
constables intend consulting the 
county counselor relative to the 
ordinance, which Malone de- 
scribed as “confusing.” 

Heutel said the standard fee 
in his district is $5 to cover 
magistrate’s costs and $4 for the 
constable’s costs. He turns the 
entire fee over to the treasurer, 
Heutel said. Fees in the three 
other districts vary, it was stat- 


ed. 

Matthews said in his letter to 
the council: “While the purpose 
of the bank accounts is to aid 
the constables in making ready 
deposits of money received, this 
procedure is contrary to Or- 
dinance 566, which requires all 
monies to be deposited 
promply with the treasurer.” 

The ordinance provides that 
any county officer handling 
money in the course of his du- 
ties should turn it over to the 
treasurer, who would retain it 
or dispose of it according to 
law. In the present case, that 
would be returning it to 
attorneys to whom it was due.

SLAVERY CHARGE

NEW DELHI, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
A lawyer has initiated a court 
proceeding with the charge that 
the 70-year-old former Nizam of 
Hyderabad is maintaining slaves 
in his palace. 

The Nizam, Nawab Mir Osman 
Ali Khan, once considered the 
world’s richest man, disputes 
court jurisdiction and contends 
he is immune from judicial pro- 
ceedings of any kind. The mat- 
ter has been referred to the 
supreme court, India’s highest 
judicial tribunal. 

On its decision depends the 
possibility of similar proceed- 
ings against many of India’s

Ignoring the Old-Timers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Recently I read a letter in this 
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Five days before school opened, Gov. Faubus 
testified in a state court that there had been 
heavy purchases of pistols and knives by youths, 
and that caravans of segregationists were ex- 
pected to appear at Central High School. (The 
Arkansas Gazette canvassed stores and found no 
increase in purchases of knives or pistols. No 
caravans descended on the high school.) 

When school opened, Gov. Faubus placed the 
guardsmen on guard at the high school. The 
troops were there, he said, to protect the peace. 
Yet no threat to peace had materialized. The 
troops were not there, he said, as segregationists 
or integrationists, though they upheld segrega- 
tion by force. . 

When asked if the guardsmen would protect 
the nine Negro children who had registered at 
the school, Gov. Faubus said, “I doubt it.” When 
asked when the time might come to let Negroes 
into the school, he said, “Not this year.” 

In effect, the Governor has used a pretext to 
set the clock back in his state, which describes 
itself as the “Land of Opportunity.” Arkansas 
had already integrated five school districts, and 
this week began integration in three large urban 
districts.

If the London disarmament talks are about 
to be transferred to the forum of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly, as seems likely, the Western 
powers should re-examine their position before 
this new phase of the old argument begins. 

It is taken for granted that the chief purpose 
of an Assembly debate would be to make propa- 
ganda. In that case, the West should ask itself 
what sort of position would give it the best 
propaganda platform. 

What Harold E. Stassen has reportedly been 
telling friends in Washington suggests that the 
West may not necessarily be best served merely 
by propounding the “package plan” it offered 
at London. Convinced that his work as disarma- 
ment negotiator has been undercut by Adminis- 
tration forces which are opposed to any arms 
treaty, former Governor Stassen is said to be- 
lieve that the Western plan was deliberately 
made so complicated and far-reaching that it 
was almost certain to be_rejected. 

If Mr. Stassen is right, the Western plan is 
not likely to be a very resounding propaganda 
triumph in the General Assembly. And even if 
there has been no plot against Mr. Stassen and 
his negotiations, there is not mych doubt that 
the Western package is so complicated as to be 
diffieult to understand. 

For example, a great many people must be 
puzzled by American insistence on linking a 
moratorium on nuclear tests with an ultimate 
ban on production of fissionable material for 
military use. Laymen have been told repeatedly 
that the same fissionable material which is used, 
say, in a peaceful power reactor can be used in 
a most unpeaceful bomb. How can “military” 
fission be banned without also halting peaceful 
development of nuclear energy? Is the West 
attaching to its proposal for a moratorium on 
weapons testing an impossible condition? 

If the United States and its allies want to 
take the strongest possible propaganda position 
on disarmament, they should banish all such 
riddles and complications in favor of a simple, 
dramatic, forceful proposal for a first step to 
ward ending the arms race. ‘ 

There is good reason to doubt the Russians’ 
sincerity in their own disarmament proposals, 
but it must be admitted that they occupy a 
fairly strong propaganda position. They seem 
to favor a simple, dramatic step.toward disarma- 
ment, whether they actually do or not. They 
say they are ready for an unconditional mora- 
torilum on, nuclear testing to be policed by 
scientific detection teams. 

Until the West can adopt a similarly uncom- 
plicated stand it is likely to run a poor, second 
in the propaganda race at the General Assembly. 
And in that race, anybody who is going to run a 
poor second had better not start. ~ 


Big Dope 

“The narcotics importer and wholesaler have 
plenty of money, powerful allies and expert 
knowledge of how to escape detection,” Robert 
Tieken, United States Attorney for the Northern 
District of Illinois, told a committee of Congress 
investigating the dope racket not long ago.

A Responsible Congress 


The New York Times 


The first session of the Democratic 
Eighty-fifth Congress has left a record 
sure to frustrate all those analysts who 
demand verdicts of precision. No clear 
cut summation 1s possible on the facts. 

This session has rejected some of 
the President’s proposals; but, some 
presidential “defeats,” as, for example, 
in the death of the school aid bill, were 
caused largely by members of his own 
party, and were compounded by his own 
lack: of enthusiastic leadership. 

This session has adopted some pres- 
idential . pro intact; others it has 
adopted and then basically redesigned 
to suit Democratic p as, for 
illustration, in the ci rights bill. 
This, the ou accomplishment 
of this session of Congress, itself defies 
all simple and black-and-white descrip- 
tions, Is it a “weak” bill? Yes, cer- 
tainly, by the measuring standards of 
all those who had hoped for conclusive 
federal action to enforce the whole 
range of civil rights, irfcluding the right 
to attend an integrated school. . 


First Step in Eight Decades 


But, by the longer standards of his- 
tory, this is far from an ineffectual bill. 
It does set up formidable non-jury-trial 
civil-contempt sanctions to protect that 


in this field in the eight decades and 
more since the Reconstruction — this 
was a very long step, indeed. And, 
most important of all and perhaps most 
useful of all, it has demonstrated that 
the Senate can act on this subject; that 
the impenetrable Southern barrier of 
the past is broken for good, and that a 
decent accommodation of Southern and 
Northern views is not only,possible but 
has in fact actually arrived. 

It should not be left unsaid, more- 
over, that great credit is due to those 
moderate Southerners, led most of all 
by Senator Johnson of Texas, who had 
the courage and the skill to break with 
the past and to bring this bill through— 
half-loaf or not—to a bipartisan vic- 
tory fer the sense-of justice that mov- 
ing demands. 

This, at least, is the beginning of a 
curative process an old national 
wound; it is. incomparably the most 
significant domestic action of any Con- 
gress in this century whether or not 
this action went so far as. ideally it 
should have gone.

Where Tenacity Was Needed 


THE AUSTRIAN ODYSSEY, by Gordon 
Shepherd, (Macmillan, 287 pgs., $6.50.) 
Basically this is a survey of Austrian 

history from the Habsburg Empire to 

the present. Mr. Gordon Shepherd, an 

Englishman, a correspondent of the 

London Daily Telegraph, and married 

to “a daughter of Vienna,” presents a 

readable account of a complex people 

who, having sacrificed personality for 
the sake of privilege, have yet managed 
to build up a mighty empire. That the 
empire disintegrated was not entirely 
the fault of the Austrian—he was but 
an island in the sea of many nations. 
Truncated after World War I, Aus- 
tria survived only to fall into Hitler’s 
hands and, after World War II, after 

repeated trials and tribulations as a 

pawn in Russia’s diplomatic game, Aus- 

tria again emerged only to renew the 
struggle for its survival. 

For all this a certain character, a 

certain tenacity is needed. The Aus- 

trian has it. Mr. 

Shepherd’s attempt 


not quite success- 
ful. Only an Aus- 
y trian can know 
Austria, only a 
Viennese knows his 
Vienna. Though 
the Austrian has 
his feet firmly on 
the ground today, 
it is still the same 
ground ever which 
Beethoven and 
Schubert, Strauss 
and Lanner have 
walked; it is still 
the country of castles, of Salzburg, of 
St. Stephen’s Cathedral and Schoen- 
brunn. Austrian is still basically 
a believer in the organic, rather than 
the atomistic, theory of state. Hence 
the titles and the struggle for social 
prestige. 

Mr. Shepherd’s book is a readable 
history. The part Austria played dur- 
ing World War II is the best and has, 
so far, been greatly neglected. In his 
journalistic capacity and soldier Mr. 
Shepherd has had the chance to meet 
most of the people who mattered or 
still matter in Austrian politics. He 
hag utilized this knowledge and man- 
aged to condense it into an interesting 
book.

BACK TO ABACUS 
IN SCHOOLS HERE 
AS ARITHMETIC AID 


Progressive education and 
electronic tabulating machiries 
will take a back seat in first 
and second grade public school 
classrooms in St.. Louis this 
year. 

The abacus, a counging de- 
vice used for centuries in the 
Orient, will be introduced this 
year in first and second grade 
classes to acquaint pupils with 
addition, subtraction, multipli- 
cation and division.

Leo Bohanan, executive direc- 
tor of the St. Louis Urban 
League, described how his city 
carried out integration without 


violence. 

“There hasn’t been a major 
racial disturbance in seven 
years in St. Louis,” said Bo- 
hanan. “Yet in that time we 
have integrated public schools, 
parks and playgrounds, munic- 
ipal services and hospitals.” 

Bohanan explained that seven 
years ago 15 St. Louis minority 
interest groups—only two of 
them Negro—united to assist 
city officials in integration 
moves. The organizations, with 
the help of city newspapers, 
have been able to contain lead- 
ers of hate groups and other 
disruptive elements, he said. 

Citizens committees to main- 
tain constant liaison with po- 
lice were established in each of 
the city’s police districts, said 
Bohanan. 

“In the last 25 years our 
Negro population has risen from 
90,000 to 235,000, from 12 to 30 
per cent of the total popula- 
tion,” he said. “White citizens 
have been flocking to the sub- 
urbs. 

“As a result our biggest prob- 
lem now is the drop in income 
within the city. This has im- 
peded the progress of the en- 
tire city.” 

Bohanan said the St. Louis 
Urban League attacks the prob- 
lem through the formation of a 
citizen advisory committee com- 
posed of business and civic lead- 
ers. This method, used in solv- 
ing other civic problems, is

BOUT this time of the 
A year, baseball club owners 
and general managers, un- 
able to account for their fail- 
ure to win, offer up their 
field managers as the sacri- 
fice to the fans’ displeasure 
or, as too often is the case, as 
an excuse for their own’in- 
ability to give the foreman 
the necessary horsepower. 

As Extra Innings has point- 
ed out from time to time, the 
high command never fires it- 
self. And many swivel chair 
strategists find it much eas- 
jer to can the manager than 
find the talent with which he 
and they can win, 

Strangely, one of the best 
reasons for not firing the. 
straw boss is the mere fact 
that so often the successor 
knows neither the manpower 
nor the league. Worse, he 
has preconceived notions about 
the strength and weaknesses 
of players. And if he’s com- 
ing up from the minors, it’s 
silver dollars to sugar dough- 
nuts he'll rely too heavily on 
players he has handled or 
seen in the bushes. 

To a dumb sporis writer, 
the last-mentioned is the 
most amazing, the loss of big 
league perspective suffered 
by former major leaguers 
who’ve been managing in the 
minors.

I HAD BEGUN to haunt second-hand book — 
“The 


gs of Will Rogers” and “Best Radio Jokes of 

1933,” edited by Eddie Cantor, had been added to 
my library. 

At the agency I was the fair-haired boy. Rod had 


never been as happy with a writer. I was given a 
raise. But the pace was beginning to tell. By now 
I had given up a television show I had been writing 
and was working on the play full time except for the 
one day a week I did “Opry.” 

How I lived through it I don’t know. Even now, 
years later, as I try to fall asleep at night my mind 
echoes with: “Did you hear about the cow who swal- 
lowed a bottle of ink and mood indigo?”; “Girdles 
come in five sizes: small, medium, large, extra large 
and here comes the show boat!” “My girl is so fat 
that... .”

I finished my play in the summer of '52. I did not 
have a title for it. One Monday (the day devoted to

I wrote my last “Opry” script in Boston at the Ritz 
Hotel during the tryout of “Seven Year Itch.”

Fresh Fruit 
ls Good for 
Breakfast 


By Edith M. Barber 


RUIT juice for breakfast! 

Most of us have .acquired 

the habit of starting the 
day with a glass of chilled 
juice. This has resulted in the 
false conception that fruit in 
juice form has a higher nutrit- 
ive value than its original 
source. 


Of course, it makes no dif- 
ference whether we drink or 
eat the fruits that are served 
in either way. All fruits con- 
tribute a certain amount of 
minerals and vitamins. And us- 
ing a citrus or tomato juice at 
least once a day assures our 
having plenty of vitamin C. We 
will not suffer, however, if we 
use any seasonable fruit occa- 
sionally for the first meal of 
the day. 

Melons, peaches, pears, and 
blueberries are all plentiful and 
we like to use them when they 
are at their seasonable best. If 
we put tomatoes in raw or 


cooked form on the menu for . 


another meal, we can indulge 
as much as we like in those 
tempting fruits that are usual- 
ly less expensive just now than 
at any other time of the year. 

We seldom cook peaches or 
pears, but you may like to 
saute the former for an inter- 
esting dessert. There have been 
several requests for this recipe, 
one of the few I can claim the 
credit of originating. Perhaps 
others, too, feel responsible for 
creating this method. 

Fruit With Sherbet. 


Combine blueberries . with 
sliced chilled peaches, Sprinkle 
with sugar and mix well. Serve 
in sherbet glasses and top with 
lemon or raspberry sherbet. 
Any other combination of fresh 
fruits may Be served in the 
same fashion, either as a first 
course or as a dessert. 

Fried Fresh Peaches. 

Six peaches, two tablespoons 
butter, one-half:cup sugar. 

Cut peaches in halves, re- 
move stones, but do not peel. 
Melt butter and place peaches 
in pan with cut side down. 
Cook over the low heat until 
tender, basting with butter. 
Turn and cook on other side 
for a few minutes, adding more 
butter as needed. Add sugar 
and cook until sugar dissolves. 
Serve as meat accompaniment 
or as dessert. Yield; 6 servings.

“One important impulse is 
notoriety,” Dr. Pasamanick said.

“Often notoriety seekers are 
sad and lonely individuals who 
lead obscure lives. The only 
chance they have in an entire 
lifetime to get into the public 
eye is to confess some crime 
that everyone is discussing.”

Now the floor is ready for the 
finish. If the floor is hardwood 
you should apply a filler before 
the finish of shellac or varnish 
or seal goes on. For softwood 
floors the filler is usually not 
required.

HIS “court” came into being 
T ia 1948 as an outgrowth of 

discussions between Erle 
Stanley Gardner, the mystery 
writer, and a long-time friend, 
Harry Steeger, publisher of Ar- 
gosy magazine. 

Gardner, who at one time was 
a practicing lawyer, long had 
felt that processes of justice 
and its administration had not 
kept pace with progress in 
other fields. Over the years he 
had accumulated in his personal 
files a number of instances 
wherein individuals claimed 
they were victims of injustice. 

So Gardner and Steeger de- 
cided to investigate some of 
these cases and present the 
findings to a “court” of public 
opinion—the American people. 
Steeger made available the 
pages of his magazine and Gard- 
ner wrote the reports of the 
“court’s” activities. 

According to Gene Lowall, 
spokesman for “The Court of 
Last Resort,” Dr. Stephen Shep- 
pard, oldest brother of “Dr. 
Sam,” asked the “court” early 
this year to investigate the 
Sheppard case. 

Lowall said Gardner agreed 
to a preliminary investigation 

rovided the Sheppard family— 

tephen and his wife, Betty, and 
Dr. Richard Sheppard and his 
wife, Dorothy—would submit to 
a lie detector examination. This 
test was designed, he added, to 
dispose of rumors that the Shep- 
pard family might have “cov- 
ered up” information. 

The tests were held in Chi- 
cago last May, and Lowall said 
they indicated the family had 
no unrevealed information. 

Lowall explained that after 
the “court” was first launched, 
Gardner and Steeger interested 
a number of their mutual friends 
—all with peculiar skills and 
training in the field of crimin- 
ology—in the idea.
